“Then came the miracle,” Dr. Men- 
ard states. “My ‘colleagues, Dr. 
Regaud, who is director of the bio- 
logical laboratory at the Radium Insti- 
tute, and Dr. Monod, who assisted 
him, put me under treatment. To the 
lip they applied a ‘wax apparatus con- 
taining radium in a tube, while to the 
eye they attached another apparatus 
from which radium emanated. The 
latter, of course, had a much less 
brutal effect onithe more delicate tis- 
sues of the eye. At the end of a few 
days only of this treatment, the can- 
cer had been killed, and the wound, 
now rendered healthy, is ‘healing 
normally. 

“Radiodermitis,” the long-suffering 
scientist insisted, “has been conquer- 
ed. The wounds on my face are heal- 
ing, and the hands are now being 
treated. I am out of danger. Why 
does radium cure the evils caused by 
the X-rays? Because, owing to the 
e€amma rays it contains, the action of 
radium is superior to that of the

The Moderation League of Alberta 
feel; that ‘the campaign carried on by 
them for a new Liquor Act has been 
aioe in the results already attain- 
ed. 


It was.apparent to all reasonable 
people that there was a decided 
change for the better generally 
throughout the Province, immediately 
the new Liquor Act became operative. 


Just how fully the claims made by 
the . Moderation League during the 
campaign have been maintained, veri- 
fled and confirmed, was made strik- 
ingly apparent upon the publication: of 
the Liquor Commissioner's report cov- 
ering the first period of the Act’s oper- 
ation. s 


Alberta was testing out something 
new. Acting on the suggestion of the 
Moderation League wide distribution 
and easy ‘accessibility was given to 
deer, in the hdpe that by such means 
the drinking of ‘hard liquor would to 
agreat extent be eliminated; at least 
the hope was in the {minds of all that 
it at least would be much curtailed. 

It then became a matter of gratifica- 
tion, and we might also say surprise, 
that the published report shows that 
70% of the money spent went for beer 
as against 30% for hard liquor. r 

British (Columbia with its Govern- 
ment Control system under which, up 
tothe present, beer was put practical- 
ly on the same footing so far as distri- 
bution and accessibility was concern- 
éd with hard liquor, shows the ratio 
just the opposite to that obtained in 
Alberta, 70% hard liquor as against 
30% of beer. 

From many sources came the appeal 
that the Moderation League should not 
disband or forsake its interest in the 
child of its efforts. 

The vote showed that the vast ma- 
jority of the people in, this Province 
were back of the Moderation League 
ideas and ideals. We think we can 
say without contradiction that in the 
period now covered: by the Act’s oper- 
ation that many, very many, of those 
who were opposed to the Moderation 
League’s Campaign now admit the 
new Act is a success, and would un- 
der no circumstances return to the 
conditions that existed under the 
Prohibition Act. 


The present Act is based funda- 
mentally on public confidence. We 
have a fair and reasonable Act. No 


sympathy is expressed for those who 
have a desire to embarrass its opera- 
tion in any way. 

The Public and the Licensees have 
given every indication of desiring to 
live up to the letter and spirit of the 
jaw. As was expected, attempts have 
been made by narrow minded, imprac- 
tical persons, to discredit the opera- 
tion of the Act. 

@earsay, which is always dangerous 
and which tends ever to exaggeration, 
has been used on some platforms and 
Sn some press items, for the basis of 
reports which would tend to shake 
public confidence. . 

Fortunately, the administrator of 
the Act keeps in close touch with the 
minutest detail of its operation, and 
actg through his enforcement officers 
in running to earth all rumors of any 
nature, realizing as he does the re- 
sponsibility of his position, and the 
duty of his department to the public. 

Without a tiring use of examples we 
assure you that every such alarming 
statement or report has been found to 
be based wholly on less than halt 
truths, and apparently used only in a 
narrow minded attempt to shake pub- 
lic opinion as it stands on the very 
trying problem of Liquor Control. 

Without aggressive watchfulness, 
one can readily see how untrue re- 
ports might shake public confidence. 
We might say, “Oh, the Act is operat- 


oe 
— 


‘}ing all right in our district, but if it’s 
working out. bad anywhere else, for 


the good of the (Province/as a whole, 
it must. be changed.” 

Ths Moderation League then, with- 
out apology, feels the necessity of a 
programme of publicity, research and 
co-operation so far as the. operations 
of the present Act are concerned. 

The Moderation League, through its 
many’ branches in the Province, should 
be in close touch’ with the daily opera- 
tion of thig Act. ‘What we will seek 
is an avenue of thorough and: truthful 
enlightenment so far as the very seri- 
ous problem of Liquor Control is con- 
cerned, 

With this im mind we propose to 
ask the newspapers, particularly the 
weeklies, to co-operate with us in 
publishing our reports on these mat 
ters from time to time. 

We know that many reasoning Pro- 
hibitionists recognize that we have 
one end in common, That is the 
elimination of intemperance from our 
Province, although we differ as to the: 
method of accomplishing it. i 

We desire that the present Act 
shall ‘be respected and lived up to by 
all, and the weak places in it gradu- 
al]y strengthened. If they b2come 
aware at any time of any conditions 
existing, anywhere in the Province, 
to show that the Act is not being en- 
forced, why should they not co-operate 
with us in causing any such abuse to 
be summarily checked.

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‘DEATH CLAIMS 
LORD CURZON 
~ OF KEDLESTO 


Noted British Statesman Passes After 
Illness of Two Weeks 


._WAS REAL TYPE OF RULING 
ARISTOCRAT 


London, March 20:—Marquis Curzon 
of Kedleston, lord president of the 
council, died thig morning. 
came at 5.35 o'clock. His doctors had 
been with him throughout ‘the night. 

They were convinced that the signs 
they saw late Thursday evening por- 
tended death. The indications of his 
passing then were so marked that 
they did not conceal their opinion 
from the publid and announced in their 
bulletin that the patient’s condition 
was extremely grave. 

The marquis collapsed on March 5 
at Cambridge, while he was dressing 
to attend a public dinner. It was said 
atthe time thathe had suffered from 
a hemorrhage. All! his immediate en- 
gagements were cancelled and he was 
neue back to London the following 

ay. 
Wae Operated On 


‘On March 9 he underwent a serious 
operation and since that time he had 
gradually failed. 

After Thursday evening’s official 
bulletin no information regarding the 
patient .was, forthcoming until his 
death wag announced. 

‘The public is still without definite 
knowledge as to the. nature of the 
illness’ which necessitated the opera- 
tion on March 9. “Bladder trouble” 
has generally been given as the cause 
of the collapse which heralded the 
fatal sickness, the earliest outward 
manifestation of which -was faintness, 
accompanied ‘by the hemorrhage at 
Cambridge. 


The Marquis Curzon (George Na- 
thaniel Curzon), from the cradle to 
the tomb, exemplified to perfection in 
every detail the type of superior per- 
sonality known ag the ruling aristo- 
crat. He was bred for public life and 
followed the career of politics and 
government with such success that he 
held almost every great office under 
the crown except the highest of all— 
the post of prime minister. Ironically 
enough, it was the honors he accum- 
ulated while working hig way toward 
the premiership which, more than any- 
thing else, militated against his am- 
bition for the post, and, when it seem- 
ed almost surely his, kept it from him. 
Had he been born thirty years earlier 
he undoubtedly would have become 
prime minister. When he came to the 
threshold of that office, in was in 19.23. 
the day of noble lords occuping No. 10 
Downing Street had set. ‘Prime Min- 
isters no longer were nominated 
from the aristocracy but from the 
commons. 

Like many other young men. who 
came to be statesmen of the British 
Empire and peers of the realm, Lord 
Curzon was trained at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford. At the lat- 
ter he was president of the union, the 
atl-embracing students’ organization, 
many of whose leaders in after life be- 
came prominent. 

Extensive Tours 


Upon quitting the cloisters of Ox- 
ford with high honors, young Curzon 
polished off his university education 
with travel. Having become familiar 
with Paris, Rome, Vienna and the 
Rhine during his vacations at Oxford, 
he passed these places by for more 
extensive tours and went into centra] 
Asia, to Persia, Siam, Korea, Indo- 
China and the Pamirs. He had the 
leisure and the purse and the purpose 
of @ gentleman and travetied with 
thoroughness, reading volumes befone- 
hand and then recording his own dis- 
coveries and impressions for future

In the years that» followed many 
honors were conferred ‘upon him. 
Oxford made him lord chancellor’ in 
0907, and the next year/Glasgow made 
him lord rector. The ‘honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws was conferred 
by Cambridge, Manchester, Glasgow 
and Durham, In 1911 the king raised 
him to a viscount and the Royal’ Geo- 
graphical society elected him prest- 
dent, which office he filled for three 
years. . 

In War Cabinet 


Lord Curzon -was named one of the 
Imperial war cabinet members in the 
Lloyd George coalition government 
and was made leader of the house of 
lords in 19186. ! 

It was at that time that his ac- 
cumulation of honors operated against 
Loré Curzon in his ambition to become 
the British prime minister. When 
Bonar Law retired in 1923 because of 
ill-health, there’ was besideg Lord Cur- 
zon only one other man regarded as 
likely for the post—Stanley Baldwin. 
In Curzon’g favor there was his long 
and notable record in politics and the 
government service, while _Badwin vir- 
tually was a novice in politics, but had 
proved a strong chancellor of the 
exchequer who ‘had settled the 
American debt question with honor 
and satisfaction... Weighing in oppost- 
tion to Curzon was the new twentieth 
century tradition against appointing 
as premier a peer who could not meet 
attacks on the government in the 
‘Hence, Mr. Bald- 
win, being a commoner, received the 
place. 

Went to Lausanne 


(Lord Curzon consented to remain 
in the foreign office in the Baldwin 
government. He went to Lausanne 
to lead the allies in making their 
peace treaty with the ‘Turks, who 
had re-entered Burope and avenged 
against the Greeks the expulsion of 
the crescent from Europe in _ the 
world war. The treaty let the Turks 
back into Europe and -returned to 
them a large part of what they had 
lost in the war. For this Lord Curzon 
was severely criticized, and in the 
grumbling that preceded the fall of 
the Tories and in the rise of the Labor 
government in the winter of 1923-24, 
much of the dissatisfaction was di- 
rected against him. 

With the fall of the Conservative 
government Lord Curzon was obliged 
to relinquish his post as foreign secre- 
tary. Some persons thought that. in 
‘the prime minister’s parting page of 
honours the name of Curzon wou.d 
head the list, with a dukedom at Jeast. 
But there was no dukedom in the list. 

‘Lord Curzon was born at Kediles- 
ton, January 11', 1859, the eldest son of 
the Rev. Alfred Nathaniel ‘Holden Cur- 
zon, the fourth Baron Scarsdale. Me 
married twice, taking an American as 
his wife om both occasions. In 1895 
he married Miss Victoria Leiter, 
daughter of L. Z. Leiter, of Washing: 
ton. She died in 1906, the year after 
they returned from India, leaving 
three daughters. His second wife, 
whom he married in 1917, as Mrs. 
Grace Elvina Hinds Duggan, a daugh- 
ter of J. Monroe Hinds, who had heen 
United States minister to Brazil, and 
the widow of Alfred Duggan of Buenos 
Aires. 

The travels of Lord Curzon and the 
books they engendered were recogniz- 
ed with a gold medal by the Royal 
Geographical Society.

THE GENEVA PROTOCOL AND 
INTERNATIONAL HYPOCRISY 


The Geneva Protocol has been fairly 
often referred to in the press during 


to refuse to take any joint measures 
to enforce respect for the League's 
wishes and decisions? Even in the 
few years of the League’s existence it 
| nas been made abundantly clear that 
even members of the League, not to 
speak of nations which ere not mem- 
bers like the United States, Germany 
or ‘Russia, are quite prepared to ignore 
or defy the League whenever it suits 
them. Italy did so in her quarrel with 
Greece. Poland did so in her quarrel 
with Lithuania. Lithuania in turn 
did so when she seized Memel. Tho 
issues then involved were compara- 
tively unimportant. If great issues 
were at stake, there is no reason to 
expect any othér course of conduct. 
Unless the League is in a position to 
enforce its wishes, those wishes wiltibe 
ignored whenever it suits a nation 
within or without the League tto do so. 
The Geneva Protocol is, in fact, the 
supreme test of whether the League 
of Nations is likely to be a real influ- 
ence for peace or something like a 
solemn and expensive farce. The at- 
titude of the governments of the 
British Empire unfortunately seems to 
indicate that they wish to get all they 
can out of the League without doing 
anything for it in return. It is little 
wonder that the nations of Europe are 
inclined to rate us along with the 
United States as solemn ‘hypocrites 
who profess an intense love for inter- 
national peace, but refuse to under- 
take any obligations whatever to main- 
| tain it. Our attitude fg not unlike that 
of the man who weeps copious tears 
of pity when she listens tto an account 
‘|}of the sufferings of some  famine- 
stricken nation, and then sneaks away 
before the collection fs taken. Of 
course, we shall pay for it in due 
time. If we are not willing to make 
the necessary effort to insure peace 
being maintained, it will not be main- 
tained, and we shall discover, as we 
have done on past occasions, that 
long and bloody wars are considerably 
more expensive and painful than the 
making of the necessary preparations 
to prevent them. In ‘the meantime we 
shall continue to regard the Geneva 
Protocol! with hostile indifferénce.

THE COAL QUESTION 


Two announcements of fmportance 
have been made in tthe course of the 
last week or so with reference to the 
coal trade of Alberta. One of them is 
favourable; the other is unfavourable. 
The first is that of (Mr. Stewart, the 
Dominion Minister of the Interior, that 
government assistance is to be con- 
tinued with a view to putting Alberta 
coal on the Ontanio market at a price 
which will enable it to compete with 
American coal. The unfavourable an- 
nouncement is the faflure of the nego- 
tations between the coal-owners and 
the miners of the Crows Nesi mining 
district. The result of the failure 
seems likely ‘to be that the mines wilt 
be idle all the coming summer at 
least, which will mean the Joss of a 
great amount of business and money 
jfor Western Canada, and a conres- 
ponding gain to the American mining 
industry. 

The two announcements are of 
course closely related. The putting of 
our coal on the Ontario market would 
mean a great gain to the general pros: 
perity of Aifberta, fbut it is quite 
hopeless to expect to achieve anything 
of the sort if mineowners and miners 
in one district after another are go- 
‘ing to continue having quarrel ‘after 
quarrel and strike after strika, there- 
by demoralizing the induStry and 
making a present of the Canadian 
markets to the American coal indus- 
try. 

Tt is not at all easy for the general 
public to gauge tthe merits of these 
disputes. In order to do so particu- 
lars should ‘be available as to ‘the 
average all-round earnings of the min- 
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gressives. > ~

Lethbridge Board of Trade plans to 
hold a corn show in that city in the 
fall.

Total enrolment in Alberta’s public 
and secondary ‘schools was 147,373 for 
the term ending in 1924, according to 
the report of the Department of Edu- 
cation tabled in the Legislature this 
week by the Minister of Education, 
Hon. Perrin Baker. 

This enrolment is 672 less than the 
previous year, but the report draws at- 
tention to the fact that there is an in- 
crease of 1,184 in the enrolment of 
those grades albove Grade Hight. The 
secondary schools had an enrolment 
of 13,446, or 9.13 percent. of the total 


enrolment. How the enrolment in 
secondary schools has increased is 
shown by the fact that in 1905 the 


high schools had only 585 pupils or 
2.41 percent. of the total enrolment. In 
1915 the total was 5,233 or 5.38 per- 
cent, and in 1924 was 13,446 or 9.13 
percent. of tthe total. 

The supply of teachers is increasing 
rapidly, the report says, and there is 
no difficulty for schools which will 
pay reasonable salaries in securing 
teachers.

overproduction of white ‘Dlood cells, 
which are born or grown in the lymph 
glands aj]l over the body, and it can 
often be held in check by “shrinking” 
the glands with X rays. But here 
again the X rays have a vicious qual- 
ity. Moderate and infrequent treat- 
ment improves the anaemia; but ex- 
cessive or too frequent “sprayings” 
seem to reach the red marrow of the 
bones, where the red corpuscles are 
bred, and prevent their increasing. 
Curing one kind of anaemia may set 
up another and more dangerous kind. 

For every death from the X rays 
among the operators there have been 
caused perhaps ten cases of severe 
anaemia, some of which make the suf- 
ferer a lifelong invalid. And from the 
blighting effect of the rays on certain 
other glands even more’ unexpected 
and dismaying disabilities have ap- 
peared among X-ray workers. But 
the blood of the martyrs is the seed of 
science, as of the church, and in spite 
of obstacles the superb movement for 
the relief of human suffering goes 
triumphantly forward.
